OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


——~———— 


The Superintending School Committee respectfully submit the 
following report. 


DISTRICT NO. I. 


Summer Term—Miss Ellen P. Winn, Teacher. ‘This term of 
school, though not entirely successful, presented many features 
worthy of commendation. The recitations were generally prompt 
and accurate, especially those of the more avdanced classes. The 
order was somewhat defective. A larger amount of energy and 
decision on the part of the teacher, would perhaps have remedied 
this fault and rendered the term more pleasant to both teacher and 
scholar. We noticed a good degree of improvement in all of the 
reading classes, and the register indicates less tardiness and ab- 
sence than in some previous terms. Number of visits by citizens 
and others, 35. 

Winter Term—Mr. John W. Reed, of Lowell, Teacher. Mr. 
R., though inexperienced; labored with more than usual fidelity, 
and won the respect and confidence of all his pupils. Work, 
seemed to be his motto; and, as a result, the whole school received 
a systematic training upon rudimental principles, and made rather 
more than the usual amount of advancement. ‘The same care and 
precision in teaching and enforcing strict discipline, would have 
rendered the term of school in many respects a model. The 
higher classes in Grammar, Geography, Algebra and Arithmetic 
are surpassed by few, if any, in town. Several excellent compo- 
sitions were read at the close of the term. In his remarks, the 
teacher says, with truth: ‘It is quite evident that some of the 
parents in this district do not seem to understand the amount that 
is lost, by permitting their children to be irregular in attendance.” 
Number of visitors, 40.

Summer Term—Miss Carrie D. Pollard, Teacher. Possessing © 
by nature very many of the elements of character which contrib- 
ute to the formation of that peculiar tact which is characteristic of 
successful teachers, Miss P., though inexperienced, gave good sat- 
isfaction to the district, and acquitted herself with honor. We 
hope she will not soon abandon the ‘high and honorable vocation | 
upon which she has so successfully entered. The appearance of 
the school at the examination was satisfactory, and the exercises 
were as varied as the number and age of the pupils would permit. 
We noticed decided improvement in the reading classes and the 
class in Colburn’s Arithmetic. We observed a clock upon the 
desk, furnished by the teacher, which, doubtless served to induce 
punctuality on the part of the: teacher and scholar. Number of 
visitors, 34. 

Winter. Term—Mc. A. Warner Shepard, of Nashua, Teacher. 
We found here nearly everything which contributes to a good 
school—good order, prompt recitations and a lively interest. More 
attention to elementary principles, punctuation, abbreviations, &c., 
and to Writing and Composition, would have been quite desirable. 
Several young ladies completed Greenleaf’s Algebra and the Na- 
tional Arithmetic. The demonstrations upon the black-board, 
were of a high order, evincing much accuracy, and a thorough 
knowledge of the abstruse principles involved. In connection 
with other remarks, the teacher says : ‘a small amount laid out in 
replacing the clap- -boards ‘on the west end of the house would be 
quite conducive to the agi warmth within.” Number of visit- 
ors, 18.

We noticed, however, a good. degree of inter- 
est among the smaller scholars, and the order was measurably 
good for so large a school. More attention was gifen to the great | 
fundamental branches—Reading, Writing and Spelling—than in 
some previous terms. .. We are of the opinion that the iniotion 
of the higher branches during the summer term, is decidedl aly detri-

mental to the welfare of this school, ag it is now organized. The 
closing examination was creditable to both teacher and scholars. 
The exercises in Reading, and the ‘recitations in Geography and 
Colburn’s Arithmetic, deserve much praise,. The writing. books 
Were generally cleanly and evinced evidence of improvement. 
Number of visitors, 53. 

The Winter Term was taught by Mr. H. S. Westgate, of Con- 


cord. Mr. W. is a good Sa and a teacher of some experi- 


ence. Gentlemanly i in depottment, mild and_ persuasive in disci- 
pline, he apparently succeeded in winning the affections of a large © 
number of his pupils, and as a result, the term seemed to be more 
than ordinarily successful. A little more sternness ‘and energy 
would not haye been amiss in establishing order, which was, at 
times decidedly imperfect. With the present number of scholers 
in this district, is it wise for parents who have young children, to 
require them to attend the winter term before they are eight or 
nine years of age? Several classes at ihe examination gave evi- 
dence of having made a good degree ofi advancement, especially 
those in Grammar, Geography and Algebra. Indistinct enuncia- 
tion and feebleness of utterance, served to detract and very much 
diminish the interest of the occasion ;—a habit in which payents, 
scholars and teachers should concur to produce a_radical reform,

DISTRICT NO. V. 


Both Terms were taught by Miss L. Maria Colburn. ‘This 
school still retains its good reputation. ‘The promptness of the 
recitations, general good order, regularity of attendance, and the 
amount of advancement made by each scholar, are invincibly con- 
clusive that the arduous and well directed efforts of the teacher, 
were appreciated by scholars and parents. The improvement of 
the first and second classes in. Reading was especially noticeable. 
The recitations in Algebra, Philosophy, Arithmetic and, Grammar 
evinced an amount of acctiracy worthy of approbation. In the 
excellent remarks by the teacher, we find ‘the following truism : 
“One great fault in this school (also in others), is the lack of 
interest among the parents. If each parent would visit the school 
two or three times during the term, it would not only lighten the 
teacher’s heart, but also encourage the pupils.” Number of visit- 
ors, summer and winter, 79. 


i? DISTRICT NO. VI. 


Summer Term—Miss M. Jennie Currier, of Nashua, Teacher.— 
_ Miss C. manifésted a good degree of energy and skill in the man- 
agement. of this school, and succeeded in eliciting a laudable 
amount of interest and Ry: for study. Ateach visit of the Com. 
_ mittee, the pupils were diligent and orderly, and the recitations 
were accurate and well understood. More than the usual number 
of citizens were present at the examination and were apparently

well pleased with the vivacity and promptitude which character- 
ized the occasion. SeverMl compositions and declamations served 
as a zest and relieved tedium. Physiology, Philosophy and Chem- 
istry were pursusd with interest. Number of visitors,36. | 

Winter Term—Mr. Daniel Gage, Teacher. In this school Mr. 
G. fully sustained his previously acquired reputation as a scholar 
and an accurate and systematic teacher. The order, though some- 
what imperfect at first, was essentially improved the latter half of 
the term. In some respects this school is not excelled by any in 
town. The large number pursuing the study of Grammar is wor- 
thy of notice and imitation ; and the precision and lively interest 
exhibited by the class at the examination was highly meritorious to 
both teacher and scholar. The classes in Algebra, Arithmetic, 
Geography and Analysis, gave evidence of having received thor- 
ough instruction. Should not parents and citizens disclose as much 
interest in visiting their respective schools during the term as at 
the close ? This term of school has been extended four weeks by 
voluntary subscription. Number of visitors, 35. 


DISTRICT NO. VII. 


Summer Term—Miss Laura J. Gould of Tyngsborough, Teach- 
er. Miss G. is emphatically a working teacher ; exhibiting much 
ardor and interest in executing the varied, complicated and respon- 
sible duties of an instructress. Asa legitimate result a good de- 
gree of vivacity attended the exercises, and the order was appa- 
rently, ordinarily good for this school. Considerable interest was 
manifested by the parents at the close of the term, and the recita- 
tions were generally prompt and well conceived ; particularly 
those in Colburn’s Arithmetic and Geography. Writing received 
rather more than the usual amount of attention. Several scholars 
are reported as not having whispered during the term. Number 
of visitors, 44. 

Winter Term—Miss Mary M. Reid of Litchfield, Teacher. For 
a series of years, the winter terms of this school have been repor- 
ted as being more or less disorderly. In order to eradicate certain 
habits which a considerable number of the pupils have contracted, 
we trust it will not be considered officious, to suggest the impor- 
tance of employing for the present those teachers only whose judg- 
ment and reputation for enforcing strict discipline is unsullied, and 
the necessity of parents to cheerfully yield all the requisite co-op- 
eration. 

Miss R. isan experienced, active and thorough teacher ; and 
although the order was at times decidedly imperfect, necessitating 
corporeal punishment in several instances, we are happy to record 
an improvement during the last part of the term ; and we think it 
is not improbable, that more equanimity and careful conformity to 
the rules of strict discipline, during the first few weeks, would have 
rendered the remaining portion still more pleasant and profitable to 
all concerned, Notwithstanding this defect, we think the pupils 
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exhibited at the examination more growth in knowledge than in 
some previous terms. The class in Emerson’s Arithmetic and one 
in Geography deserve especial notice, Marked improvement was 
made in reading, writing and spelling. Number of visitors, 54. 


DISTRICT NO. VIII. 


Both Terms of this school were taught by Miss Martha J. Emer- 
son, of Windham. Although this was Miss E.’s first school, she 
succeeded in begetting a good degree of interest in the minds of 
all her pupils, and the success which, attended her labors, clearly 
demonstrates the wisdom of employing the same teacher, summer 
and winter, whenever practicable. ‘The register for the winter 
term indicates a less amount of tardiness and absence than any 
other school of the same number; and the deportment, recitations 
and general appearance of the school at each visit of the Commit- 
tee, were as perfect as could reasonably be expected, considering 
the age of the scholars. A large, number of the citizens of the 
district were present at the close of each term, and the recitations, 
declamations, &c., were decidedly interesting. This school has 
made positive advancement the past year, and is destined to be- 
come one of the first in town. In her remarks, the teacher says : 
** The people in the district seem to manifest quite an interest in 
regard to their children being constant at school, and in season’; 
but the number of visits to the school are much less than would 
seem desirable. The school room has noarrangements.for ventila- 
tion, excepting by doors and windows, consequently an equal tem- 
perature cannot be maintained, especially in winter ;”—a sugges 
tion eminently worthy of consideration by this district and several 
others in town. Number of visitors, both terms, 78. 


DISTRICT NO. IX. 


Teacher, Miss Georgia E. Senter. This school also had one 
teacher summer and winter. Miss S. ranks high in scholarship, 
and is an able and efficient teacher. During the summer term a 
- good amount of attention was given to rudimental principles, and 
decided improvement was made in Reading and Spelling. Nine- 
teen of the scholars attended to Writing, and the books gave evi- 
dence of care, neatness and progress. ‘The classes in Colburn’s 
Arithmetic and Geography made good advancement, and the recita- 
tions seemed to be tolerably well understood. The winter term was 
similarly successful, but was not of sufficient duration to be of 
much benefit. Of a term of ten or twelve weeks, as much can be 
accomplished the last four, as the first six or eight. If the schol- 
ars of this district expect to keep pace with their neighbors, they 
will be under the necessity of cultivating studious habits. The 
order was good. Number of visitors both terms, 62, 
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DISTRICT NO. X. 


The Summer and Winter Terms were taught by Miss Mattie F. 
Marsh. Although this was Miss M.’s first attempt at teaching, she 
apparently won the unqualified approbation of all concerned. The 
examination at the close of the winter term, was more than ordina- 
rily interesting. ‘The school room was filled to its utmost capacity 
by citizens of the district and vicinity ; and the recitations in Gram- 
mar and Geography, and the demonstrations in Algebra and Arith- 
metic are seldom surpassed. The order was, apparently, all that 
could be desired. In respect to literary attainments, this school 
ranks among the fitst in town. The results of a term of school 
may usually be determined by the amount of interest manifested by 
the parents. Number of visitors both terms, 98.

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We trust the committee have not been unmindful of the grave 
responsibilities with which they have been entrusted. As all the 
subjects of the Divine government on earth are preparing for a 
harvest which will bear an intimate relation to the moral seed 
which they sowed; those upon whom the education of youth de- 
volves, must share largely in the accountabilities of life. Without 
claiming perfection for any of our labors, we enjoy the happiness 
that flows from a consciousness of having attempted to do our 
duty. .In a government like ours, common schools must occupy 
an important place. Asa large majority of our citizens must re- 
ceive the most of their education in these schools, they will ever 
have an extensive influence in moulding the character and shaping 
the destiny of our country. Some of the youngest children who 
are now in a process of education, will soon be legislators and 
the executors of our laws. ‘To insure progression In our schools, 
every parent and citizen should cultivate and manifest a deep 
interest in their behalf, in every practicable manner; in making 
frequent visits to them and impressing on the minds of their chil- 
dren the importance of submission, diligence, and habits of strict 
order and discipline; in enforcing regularity of attendance and 
prompting them to habits of study and reading at home, and in 
calling them to a strict account of their conduct, when it has been 
ascertained they have been guilty of irregularities. It is all wrong 
for parents to permit their children to withdraw from school during 
the last few days, or be absent at the close of the term, merely 
because it happens to suit the caprice of the child. 

Let Prudential Committees be discreet in the choice of teachers. 
Let teachers labor to acquire a thorough knowledge of human 
nature, and thereby a sagacity in adapting themselves to the wants 
of each particular school; and in all cases of positive insubordi- 
nation, on the part of the larger scholars, be calm and deliberative 
as well as firm and decided ; first by reporting them to the parent 
or guardian, and then, if necessary, to the Committee of the town. 
Persuasive government, when effective, is preferable to any other; 
but there are instances when it entirely fails, (sad exposition of 
human nature,) and means more efficient must be employed. 

Although a partial change of text-books would, for several rea- 
sons, be exceedingly desirable, and probably be followed by bene- 
ficial results, perhaps it may be better not to incur the expense for 
the present. 


In closing our Report, we would auiae our thanks to all who 
have sympathized with us in our labors, and express the hope that 
the efforts of our successors may be crowned with more signal 

utility than our own.
